OUTHERN Pacific Company has 

been asked by the United States 
Treasury Department to help spark the 
new Defense Savings Bond drive, which 
starts Aug. 27 and continues through 
October.

‘War TE when 43,994 employes were par- 
ticipating in the payroll deduction plan, 
the Treasury Department has turned to 
SP folks again, asking them to re-enlist 
in the effort to financially back the na- 
tion’s defense effort.

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makes these deductions for you and 
when they amount to the price of your 
bond, it is mailed to you by the local 
treasurer. 

By this simple method you can build 
up your savings almost without realiz- 
ing it, and help the defense effort tos. 

You may allot just as much of your 
paycheck for buying bonds as you wish. 
The allotment can come from either the 
first or second period paycheck and if

the deduction amounts to $10 or more 
each month, you can split the deduction 
and have one made from each paycheck. 
To simplify accounting procedures, de- 
dactions should be made in multiples of 
50 cents, or in amounts that equal the 
exact purchase price of a bond. 

Everyone who buys bonds receives 
back just what he has put in—plus the 
attractive interest rate paid by the 
government. The railroad not only 
doesn’t make a profit of any kind, but 
assumes considerable expense in ad- 
ministering the plan. The Company ad- 
vances its own funds to buy bonds from 
the Government so they will be on hand 
for prompt issuance to purchasers. 

If for any reason an employe changes 
his plans after he has signed up,-he can 
change both the amount or the deduc- 
tion period, The allotment may also be 
canceled at any time and the full amount 


already set aside, if not enough to pur- 
chase a bond, will be refunded. 

San Francisco’s Federal Reserve Bank 
will hold an employe’s bonds for him 
if he so desires. This service is free and 
particularly helpful to those who are 
constantly moving from place to place 
and don't want their bonds chasing them 
in the mail or don’t want to have to 
carry them along after they’re received. 
The honds can he picked up at, or will 
be mailed from, the Federal Reserve 
Bank any time the purchaser wishes. 

‘The entire plan has been set up with 
one idea in mind: to make it easy for 
every individual to help the defense 
effort and add to his own savings by 
buying bonds. 

From May 1941, when the plan was 
put into effect -by SP until the figures 
were compiled for June of this year, SP 
railroaders had invested $48,323,437.50 
in bonds through payroll allotment.

When interviewed by 
the Bulletin in 1944, he said he intended to continue to make use of the payroll 
plan as long as it remained in effect, and he has kept his word. By practical 
management Art and his wife, 
Dorothy, have been saving a part 
of their monthly income while buy- 
ing their home and raising a fine 
family, without depriving themselves 
of the comforts of the average 
modern household. Stiegler started 
with SP in 1936 as a coach cleaner 
at Sacramento, where he later was 
B&B carpenter and clerk in the 
Superintendent’s Office. He has been 
at Dunsmuir since 1941. Right now 
‘Art is extra glad he joined the pay- 
roll plan when he did because those 
first bonds pay dividends soon.

PPAHIS is a sad but true story of a 

railroader who “put his foot in it” 
not once, but twice. The result was 
an accident that didn’t have to happen: 
three fractured toes. 


The victim was a carman helper who 
was assisting a carman in unloading 
steel from a gondola car. One cable 
Nad been wrapped around a bundle 
of the steel and preparations were being 
made to tie a second cable around it 
to Hift it safely out of the car and 
lower it to the ground. A crane had 


raised one end of the load and the 


carman was placing blocks between it 
and the side of the car so the other 
cable could be tied around it. 

While doing this, the carman standing 
on the ground, told his helper, who 
was standing in an adjacent car, to 
remain there. But the helper ignored 
the advice and stepped across into 
the car that was being unloaded. Just 
then the cable slipped and the load hit 
his foot. That was where he “put his 
foot into it” the second time. 

‘The first time was when he had failed 
te wear Safety Shoes, 


More deaths are due to accidents 
among persons between the ages of one 
and 25 than any other single cause, 
says the Nationa] Safety Council in its 
1951 edition of “Accident Facts,”: 
Based on-a death rate per 100,000 popu- 
lation, 41 persons from one to four 
years of age die from accidents; :25 
persons from five to 14; 55 persons from

AN error on the part of a billing clerk 
cost one railroad $1,463.60. 

The error was a simple one. Icing in- 
structions on a shipment of pickled and 
preserved fish in glass were inserted in 
the space provided for a description of 
the article instead of in the space pro- 
vided for icing instractions. Therefore 
the shipment received no refrigeration 
and arrived at destination in an un- 
salable condition. 

Not mere than 60 seconds of the bill 
clerk’s time would have been required to 
check the waybil! against the shipping 
order to insure that icing instructions 
were in the space on the waybill.

How We’re Helping 
To Reduce Claims 


‘DAULINE MILES, billing clerk at 

Klamath Falls, Oregon, is convinced 
that her job is of great importance in the 
campaign to reduce Joss and damage to 
freight, particularly in relation to over 
and short shipments. 

During her nine years of experience 
as a billing clerk Pauline has found that 
when FPM&SS rules are carefully ob- 
served, shipments do not go astray. By 
properly transferring all information 
from the shipping order to the waybill 
and checking it to see that it has been 
done accurately, great loss may be 
avoided, both in money and in cus- 
tomer confidence. 

Here are the rules that Billing Clerk 
Pauline Miles follows to assure perfect 
shipments: Impress those preparing ship- 
ping orders for utmost accuracy in the 
following points: address of consignee 


and complete description of-each pack-- 


age, including classification; careful 
typing of the waybill; carefully check- 
ing it against the shipping order.

for 80% of the valley's total mineral 
production.
